In July 1880, I, with forty-seven 
others, black and whiter wro- hirerr 
out to Warner, Tabler k Co., to 
work on railroads. We were sublet 
by this firm to Irwin 4 Long, and 
put to work in Hath county on the 
Chesnpenk and Ohio railroad. and I 
want to tet the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky know who infamonsly we were 



treated. The law under which we 
w re hired out wa.«J ntended for a hu- 
juanaineasure and if it had'been com 
plied t ith it would have been benefi- 
cing to the convicts, but its provi- 
sions were^,. ignominiou .)y r ;ignored. 
"We were quartered in a log cabin 
twenty feet long by twelve feet wide 
which was a small hotel for lorty- 
eight men, and compelled to work 
fourteen hours a day, and were noi 
allowed the pay for extra work 
which the law gave us. The winter 
of 1880 1 was extremely severe and 
we were forced to work all through 
t, and we were giv«n but two holi- 
days—Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
On Sunday we had to cut wood for 
the bosses, but were not allowed to 
provide sufficient fuel tor our own 
fires. Often and often I have gone

in from work late at night with my 
elothing frozen stfffand would have 
to go to bed without being allowed 
to makea fire to thaw and drymyself. 
I was a draughsman by occupation, 
and had never done any hard work, 
But I was put between two negro 
men and compelled to do- as much 
workas they did.One day JamesLong 
tfie bow, who was a brother ef one of 
the firm, called me out and asked 
- — Be wbyrl didiiot wx>rk faster. I 
told him I was doing my best, and 
Tie ordered George Waldron, one of 
fEe negro contTcts7to whip me. 

"The negro didn't lay it on hard 
enough to suit him and he knocked 
h.im down with an ax-handle and 
beat him sounmereifullythat he died 
in two days. I belonged— to a gang 
os seven— -six negro convicts and 
myself— and before spring came the 
six negro»a were dead but I stood

Florida It full of beautiful lakes, and 
these lake* are full of fish of all kinds, 
w h ic h are. easily - caught I«.annw lakes 
you can aeotho fi-h bite, tho water being 
aselear as crystal. There are lots of gauie, 
quails, in abundance:, deer, bear and wild- 
cat not far oil'. These lakes are Irom one 
to ten miles in width, and Obi what beau- 
tiful TiuiTding sites. : ~~ 

This is a new country, but His filling up 
fast. Every boat and train coming into 
Fla. is loaded with passengers. You iij 
man now is the time to oouie to Fin. while 
lands are cheap. Land is worth from $5 to 
$100 per »cre, according to location. If a 
man has five acres bearing trees (orange) 
he has a fortune, and any young man, no 
matter how small bis means, can make a 
(-acre grove In ten years. In the Speer 
grove, at Ft. Reed, Orange county, there 
are 4} acres in orange trees. This grove 
paid Si ,000 a year lor 6 years nnd Inst year 
the crop sold for $0,600. Lemons, lime;, 
baifnnas and pine apples pay well. One 
can raise an orange grove and at the same 
time make a better living than he can in 
Ky. Last spring Jno. Wofford, of Fort 
Mason, sold $1,300 worth of garden stuff 
olTofl8 acres. Now he didn't put one 
third the labor on his^garden that you put 
on your tobacco. He planted his garden 
in Jan. and by June 1st, it was all sold. 
His work was all done in the most pleasant 
part of the year. Mr. Wofford came here 
4 years ago a poor man, to day you couldn't 
buy his place for $20,000. Mr. Bailey, 
who lives near here, paid $1,800 for his 
place 8 years ago; he sold out Stturday 
for $8,000; I never hear of a man soiling 
his place without at leu' t tin ibbling hit 
money. I predict that Fla. is destined to 
be the most densely populated State in the 
Union. The vmtnp; man who comes here 
now and sta"s is hound to succeed.

Aa diphtheria is a contagions disease, 
and, under certain circnmstMioea not en- 
tirely known, very highly so, it is im- 
portant that all practicable means 
should be taken to separate the sick 
from the well. As it ia also infectious, 
wooleifclothes, carpet*, hangings, etc., 
should be avoided in tbe sick-room, and 
only snob materials used as can be readily 
washed. 

All clothes, when rejnov.d from the 
patient, should at once be placed in hot 
water. Pocket handkerchiefs should fee 
laid aside, and in tlieir stead soft rewrite 
of linen or cotton doth rhould be used, 
and at once burned. 

Dlm ufcctautM should always be placed 
in the vessel containing the expectora- 
tion, and may be .used somerwfcat freely 
in the sick-room ; those btiug especially 
useful which destroy luut odors without 
can mg others (nitrate of had, chloride 
of r.ine, etc). *~~ 

In schools there should be e.ipec*d 
supervisions, as the diseitae is often *n 
mild in its i arly stupes as not to attract 
eoiumon trttttfitimt rwrt-rrtto child should 
be allowed to attend sebuvl irota an ln- 
fected house, until ullowed to do so by a 
competent physician.

But not be- 
ing in the habit of public talking they are 
too much in. lined to throw up the spongo 
and declare 'iioir insbilttyTo do anything 
of the kind. To such T would say, farmers 
d» you ever expect to accomplish anything 
withont an effort ? Would the gold ofCali- 
fornia »>nd other rich mines be found were 
there not enterprising man to go seek 
after ft? Waon found does It not 
require labor and perseverance to place it 
into the markets of tlTe world? The finest 
pearls are found in deep wator. Does it 



| their minds are active snd su*ceptably,and 
| they of all others shsiald av-'il themselves 
of all advantages to be derived through 
the Grange. In this undertaking they 
sisy encounter many difficulties and em- 
barrassments which they must determino 
to overcome. They should imitate the ox- 
ample and dejfermination of one of the great 
est orators of ancient history, who, in order 
to to overcome an awkard habit of shrug- 
ing bis shoulders while speaking, suspend- 
ed two swords frfvn the ceiling of his room, 
so that tbe poinss or either weapon resled 
upon wither shoulder. Hence when be 
elevated a shoulder tbe sharp pointed 
inisail inflicted a wound, tbe pain being very 
excruciating he soon overcame this awk- 
ward and became one of the most graceful 
and dignified orators of bia day. We have 
many young farmers in this community 
who, should they becutno members of the 
Orange, and determine to overcome their 
embarrassment and awkwardness might 
make themselves bright and shining lights 
in the future history of our country.

They a.e the 
fleldpieees and ammunition with which 
you are to protect and defend yourselves, 
and it is tha duty of every farmer to have 
at least one of these a constant visitor in his 
household. I feel safe in recommending the 
Cincinnati Bulletin as worthy your patron 
age. Then it U the duty of every farmer to 
support and encourage his county paper 
There is an old but trite saying, "tbat man. 
knows on which side hi* bread is buttered." 
Should the editor of your county paper 
discover that the farmers furnished his 
greatest patronage, he would be more than 
likely to foster their interest in the pub 
lication of his journal. 

In conclusion brothers and sisters permit 
ma to reassure you, that in assuming tbe 
duties of the office, I am prompted by a 
single motive, and t hat is to labor for tha 
good of the Orange. I bare no high** as- 
pirations than to be of some sevrice to the 
community in which I live, and jt is my 
heart's daaire to so fulfill the duties ot Mas- 
ter that I may he able, a year hence, to in- 
troduce my successor to a live Orange 
comprised o( aH the young farmer* and 
their wives within its jurisdiction.

Very — few p e r so n s srer aware of the 
origin ot New Year's cards and the large 
trade their fashion has produced. Like 
many artistic articles of trade that are, 
in a general way, considered foreign, 
New Year's cards are by right of origin 
aud manufacture, American. England 
has heretofore produced the most orig- 
inal and beautiful Christmas cards, but 
the decorated New Year's cards that are 
presented by the caller at the door of the 
house were first published by J. C. T. 
Cornwall, to whom the idea of printing 
such came to him in the winter of 1868- 
69. 

It was natural that there New Year's 
cards should be first manufactured here, 
because the .enstom. of calling on New 
Year's Day dates from the time when 
the early Knickerbockers of the City of 
Manhattan knew each other aud made 
visits on the beginuing of every year. 

From the introduction of New Year's 
cards the fashion became geneff_t"and~ther 
second year such men as Thomas Nast 
made tho designs, which were of course 
mostly of the comic order. 

The New York Tribune is authority 
for stating that in the great Gotham the 
prices of these cards range from $1 to 
#25 a hundred, while special single cards 
that are hand painted cost $& to &2~> 
each and can be bought as high as at 
350. 

They then rise to the dignity of water 
color pictures whoso designs are sugges- 
tive of the prospects of the New Year 
and of tho sentiments appr opriate for a 
memento of the day. 

Perhaps were we but certain of the 
records in regard to mutters considered 
so trivial, it would be, ascertained that 
the wishing of "A Happy New Year " 
has called forth countless beautiful and 
interesting ways of expression which go 
back far into the ages and vary with the 
people aud the epoch. 

For the favored beauty of a court, for 
the pet of a social circle, for the fair one 
who for a timo is the reigniug queen of 
all hearts and the ideal of every imagina- 
tion, New Year's Day is the time for tho 
most graceful and enduring expression 
of the sentiments they inspire. : — 

The album presented on a certain 
New Year's Day to the one known as the 
divine Julia of the " Hotel de Ram- 
bouillet " has with that house passed 
into the history of French literature. 

It was at the lesidenoe of her mother, 
under the reign of Henry the Fourth of 
France, that the " salon" became estab- 
lished, and the French language com- 
menced to undergo that process of re- 
finement and po.ish that in less than a 
century later caused it to be adopted as 
tho language of the statesman, the cour- 
tier and tho savant 

Then not to speak French was to be a 
barbarian. Oo this New Year's Day 
referred to, the favored daughter of 
the Countess (Te"Rambouillet, on waking, 
laid on heritable a magnificent album, 
in which the wishes of her friends for 
the coming year were inscribed by pallet 
arid pen. 

It was at an epoch when the firBt poets 
of the French that had not vet under- 
gone that process then exciting its in- 
fluence were still living, and they sang 
tu her almost then last sonnet. The 
massive Corueille, who beheld his 
younger rivals reaching for the laurels 
ne had been "wont to wdhir, with sadness 
but not with bitterness, wrote to her 
the warmest and most exquisite of his 
stately verse, while among his first essays 
were some lines of Racine. 

All who for their talent and genius were 
known to the world added a picture or a 
verse to this celebrated album, for dur- 
H>g-moro4ha na cent ury it was kept in 
grateful remembrance that at the home 
of this "divine Julia 1 ' there had first 
been received on an -equitr -footing those 
of whom centuries of ancestry gave the 
title of nobility, and those others who 
had been crowned by Nature herself 
with crowns and s cepter s that Bhould 
confer acknowledged rank. 

While the descendants of those who 
gave to literature mid society bo great 
an influence even laid the foundations of 
the French Academy, and particularly 
the followers and imitators degenerated 
to the " Precicuses Ridicules " of Moliere, 
and after the work had been done were 
forgotten. 

The fashion set at the Hotel Ram- 
bouillet of addressing loved and favored 
ones on New Ypbt's Day has not been 
lost. Poets are still inspired to send to 
those they adore the best thoughts they 
indite, and gift-hooks for the New Year 
were once the favorite presont for this 
anniversary. In one form or another the 
capricious goodness tells us to send 
these greetings to our friends. And now, 
after album writing and gift books and 
tho days of original sonnets have all 
passed away, come tho more demo- 
cratic, yet -jtill beautiful cards for thin 
dawning Nov Year.

All' 
of the inside of the box must be covered, 
and on the inside of this again pi toe 
wrapping paper to prevent the contact 
of nice cloth mg with the petroleum pa- 
per. Use a large box — no matter about 
it* Vicing very tight, as the paper will 
cover the holes — and pack in all your 
woolens and furs, filling it full. Bring 
the pajH-r np whioh has been hanging 
over the sides of the box, and letitcoVer 
the hole so that the miller cannot enter 
without crawling over the petroleum 
paper, which she will never do. Nail on 
the cover of your box, and your clothing 
is safe for three years, ii you wish to 
leave it that long. It is much cheaper 
and does not ev a p o r a te like enmphor, 
and the carbolic acid in it seems to act 
like an antiseptic on tho animal rlbcr of 
the wool, to preserve and make it health- 
ful.

According to the recent estimate of 
Sir W. Armstrong, the heat of t he sun 



la the Sun Hot I 
The battery of mundane construction 
— our best aid and interpreter in the 
reading of universal phenomena — while 
it is the developer of heat, light and 
power, is itself neither luminous, hot 
nor magnetic. To explain the effects of 
the sun, therefore, there is not the least 
reason to infer that it is itself luminous, 
or even warm. Potential action gen- 
erated in a dark, cold body may produce 
great heat, light and attraction, at a dis- 
tance from the seat of activity, and what 
is thuB wrought artificially, in a small 
way, may surely be done naturally, and 
in a tremendous fashion, by the grand 
forces of the sun. 

The same process develops sanlight. 
If lines be drawn from the sun to the 
earth, tangent to both, these lines will 
inclose a tapering space, the sun at the 
big end and the earth at the small end, 
and the space between a truncated eone. 
This space may be designated the solar 
cone or oone space. Within this spaco 
incessant circulation is going on, and all 
the phenomena of gravity, heat, light 
are produced through their reciprocal 
activity. The field of encounter be- 
tween the forcos of the sun and earth is 
our atmosphere, and in the collision 
light is generated. Being thus condi- 
tioned upon the atmosphere, light and 
heat cannot be found in space beyond 
the lines of the solar system. 

It is to be observed that light rapidly 
diminishes in the direction of the sun, 
ovon a s wo have s oon to- b e th e o ase with 
heat. Beyond the lower portion of the 
atmospheric mass there is no dazzle ; 
and the human eye, in looking upon the 
great orb, is not dazad. Thus the ex- 
ceeding brilliancy which characterizes 
tho Sun's rays, so far as bring a phe- 
nomenon located in the sun itself, as is 
the p ipular and even the scientific con- 
ception, is actually confined to the lower 
strata of our atmosphere. 

If light were transmitted to us from 
the sun in perfect intensity, the entire 
vault of iieaven must appear as luminous 
as our sun. 

The sun is, therefore, not the manu- 
facturing place and distributing reser- 
voir of actual light and heat ; it is rather 
the source from whence tho whole solar 
system is supplied with the invisible, 
potential light and heat, which become 
developed where ttifl required. The great 
central orb may, therefore, be regarded 
as like unto the earth, on its surface and 
its surroundings, namely, a dark, cool, 
habitable body.— if. R. Rogers.

According to a myth 
preserved by Pausanias, Nemesis was 
j the mother of Helen by Jupiter, and 
i Leda, the reputed mother of Helen by 
i Jupiter, was only in fact her nurse, but 
i this myth seems to have been invented 
! in Inter times to represent the divine 
i vengeance which was inflicted on the 
\ Greeks and Trojans through the instru- 
i mentality of Helen.

Fattening Animals — Sheep fatten 
most rapidly at two to three years 
of age. By feeding rich fodder, ono 
year old sheep will increase in weight 
more rapidly than when older, for 
the period of growth is not yet passed. 
Whilst they will fatten also at this age, 
the flesh is not esteemed as when older, 
as it is more watery. Lambs taken very 
youug and fed high are fattened and 
niiule palatable. But when fattened 
for profit as well as palatable flesh, 
sheep, us of other animals, should 
be matured in growth first. It is 
also true that after animals have 
become too old, neither profitable fat- 
tening nor the most palatable flesh can be 
secured with the best of food. Whether 
for economy in feeding, or" " choice 
meat, tho best, is attainable when the 
animal is well matured ; neither before, 
nor much after that period. — Indiana

The most difficult and fashionable 
form of " solitaire " at cards is called tin 
"skip-two. It isTraid that the game in 
so ingenious and interesting that in 
Eastern cities clubs are formed to play 
it, communication of success being made 
by telegraph aud letter. The elements 
of calculation and chance are about 
equally divided. The possible combi- 
nations of the game may be said to be 
incalculable. The full paok of fifty-two 
cards is used. They must be thorough- 
ly shuffled to begin with, and then laid 
out one by one in rows on a large table. 

•Whenever as thus laid out a card of the 
same suit as the lost one in the row is 
to be found three cards back, "skipping 
two," it can be placed on top of the last 
card iu the row. This, of course, dis- 
turbs the order of the original arrange- 
ment, and may bring cards of the same 
suit within two cards of each other. 
Iu that event the two may be placed 
in a single pile, that to the right 
being the one on which the other card 
must be placed. It will often happen 
that the four suits may be moved in this 
way at the same time and in doing this 
the memory is taxed aud great ingenuity 
needs to "be frequently displayed bo as 
to combine the cards in such a way as 
to bring those of the same suit within 
two cards of each other. When the 
cards on the table offer no chance to 
move the player drawB from those in 
the hand until all are exhausted. The 
result of the game, if successful, is the 
combination of all those of the same 
suit in a pile by tnemselves, thus mak- 
ing four piles. Failure is reached when, 
the cards in hand being exhausted, 
there are no furthor moves and more 

"thanTour piles remain on the table. 
Special cards, smaller than those gener- 
ally used, no as not to take up too much 
loom, are sold with instructions how to 
play what is really a fascinating home 
game, requiring considerable exercise of 
memory and a vast deal of patience.

Progress lb Christmas Music. 

The proverb which tells us that "time 
tries all" is just as applicable to Christ- 
inas carols as it was meant to be to man- 
kind in general and every one in par- 
ticular. Each succeeding age has seen 
changes made in Christmas carols, until 
now it would bo hard to believe that the 
carols of the very olden time were ever 
sung, and difficult to trace any connec- 
tkinJietween them and those of the pres- 
ent day. As civilization has advanced, 
and people have become better educated 
aud more refined, the gross allusions and 
vulgar imagery which used to disgrace 
Christmas carols have been done away 
with, and what was once little better 
than a bacchanalian song has now come 
to l>e the fine expression of a poetical 
sentiment. 

The term " carol" seems to signify a 
song. Some say the word is derived 
from eantnrr, to sing, and role, an inter- 
jection of joy. Carols seem to have been 
sung . from the earliest time — for in the 
Bible we have mention made of David, 
who sang many "songs of joyi" accom- 
panying them by playing on the harp. 
The Jews in their ceremonies introduced 
carols, and the early Christians sang 
theni on Sabbath days, at festivals, and 
on the occasion of vigils on their Boints. 
Pliny says: "They were wont to meet on 
a certain day, before it was light, and 
sing among themselves, alternately, a 
hymn to Christ as to God." Bishop 
Taylor says the earliest Christmas carol 
is the Gloria in Excelsis, sung by the 
angels. 



A CONFEDERATE CHRISTMAS. 



Thr liar* LlneaoflheR- belsla the Wlatlcr 
ftl 1461. 

Christmas, 1861, was the Confederate 
-Christmas par excellence. Outsido sup- 
plies of all kinds had disappeared, and 
whatever comforts were provided were 
of home manufacture. The Confederate 
dollar was worth just two cents in gold, 
and flour was $000 a barrel; sugar was 
$30 a pound ; sail. $1 ; butter, $40, and 
beef, $35 to $40 a pound. Wood sold at 
8100 a cord aud coal was not to be had, 
save in a few of the cities, owing to 
scarcity of transportation. The day was 
Sunday, which iu itself would have tem- 
pered the usual merriment. At a coun- 
try residence below itichmoud and not 
far from the lines of the contending 
armies a party of seven — ladies and gen- 
tlemen nil in the strictest Southern sense 
of the term— were assembled at dinner. 
The mansion had been proverbial for its 
hospitality before the war. Now the 
welcome was as cordial as ever, but the 
board was spread-in accordance with the 
necessities of the times. 

At the head of the table was placed a 
large ham, worth $300 ; at the foot was 
the last turkey the farm c ould boast, 
worth $155. The vegetables consisted 
of cabbage, potatoes and hominy, worth, 
-at-a -reasonable calc ul at ion, $ 1 00: — Gorn- 
breod was served, flour having been 
unknown in this house for months. 
The meal of which it was made was 
worth 8^0 a bushel, and the salt that 
seasoned it 81 a pound. Dessert there 
was none, but in its place the hostess 
provided a coarse, black molasses, worth 
$60 a gallon. The same kind lady, as a 
rare treat for her guests, brought out, 
with a glow of pride, a steaming urn of 
real tea— not sassafras— (worth $100 a 
pound) at the same time warning the 
company that they must expect but one 



cup apiece, as this w as the last of her 
store. After this there was "coffee," 
made from sweet potatoes cut into little 
bits, toasted brown and ground to 
powder. Such was a Confederate Christ- 
mas dinner in the last winter of the war. 
From this buperb repast the scale de- 
scended to army rations — a bit of salt 
pork, corn bread aud Bweet potato coffee 
without sugar. 

Tho company consisted of three ladies 
and four gentlemen. The ladicB' toilets 
the writer cannot venture to describe, 
but they were largely made up of " home- 
made " articles in the fashion prevailing 
at the commencement of he war. The 
tresses of one were fastened with "Con- 
federate hair pins," made of long black 
thorns, with the heads tipped with seal- 
ing-wax, and the dress was of simple 
homespun. With the exception of the 
master of the house, whoso age com- 
pelled him to pursue the woye of peace, 
the gentlemen were in uuiform, two be- 
iug o f fi cer s ft tid- two m i vates fruni the 
neighboring lines. The country road 
beyond the farm was lined with slowly 
moving trains of army wagons, and oc- 
casionally a small party of cavalry would 
Sass by at a shaip trot. From the wiu- 
ows of the mansion, thin, light clouds 
of smoke could be seen rising from the 
camp fires on the lines, and now and 
then the dull thud of a heavy gun would 
break- the stillness of the scene, and a 
fleecy cloud would rise over the trees' 
tops and melt away in the sir. 

On the lines the veterans of many a 
hard-fought Held were watching their 
antagonists with sleepless vigilance, 
some on duty in the works and others 
gathered about their fires toasting bits 
of army pork, roasting potatoes or trying 
to bake corn bread in the ashes, and re- 
calling memories of home and other days 
when Christmas was not wont to wear 
so stern a look and life was easier, and 
tho land was at peace. Even then, amid 
the ruins of a falling cause, these stout 
hearts oherished high hopes that the 
next Yuletide would see them safely at 
home once more, happy and peaceful 
under the bright folds of the flags they 
had fought so well to uphold— hopes 
that were destined to perish ere the 
grass of another spring should be green.

History of the Mistletoe. 

Tho mistletoe is seen in Europo north 
from Sweden to tho Mediteraneau, and 
in America from tho Ohio River to Texas. 
It is common in the western aud south- 
ern counties of Euglaud. 

It will live as long as there is the least 
life iu the tree, and die after it hai killed 
tho truiTk that sustained it. It is not 
supposed to germinate spontaneously 
ou the boughs, but to be planted by 
birds that feed on its berries in their at- 
tempt to wipe their bills from the pulp; 
thus attaching seed to tho bark. Tho 
species called the sacred mistletoe was 
the holy plant of tho Druid*. On th 
sixth day after the appearance of tho 
<M-esee:it mo-m, at the beginning of ea-h 
ffio. .th, the plants wote gathered on a 
priest's white rob • and distributed among 
tho pe.iple, and were preserved by them 
as charms. 

In Northern mythology the mistletoe 
repr> sentcd Baulder, the b 'antiful, the 
loved and the early losf. For him the 
holiest Druids sought, in tho most 
solcm i ceremonies, in the new moon the 
mistli too on tho cons 'crated oak. The 
disc ivery of the plait on the oak was 
hailed with songs aud tho sacrifice of a 
white bull. The plant win gathered 
from tho boughs with a knife of gold 
and on no account must it fall to the 
g roun d . 

The usual Druidical programme was 
carried out on the sixth day of the. moon 
nearest to the new year* At the foot of 
the hallowed tree was raised a triangular 
alter of earth, Riid n procession was 
formed, headed by the mhagi, conduct- 
ing two white bulls whieii hud never 
submitted to tho "yoke. They were fol- 
lowed by tho bards, novi es, students, 
disciples, a herald — ebtd iu- -white -and— 
three ancient pontiffs, who carried the 
bread, water, wine, and ivory wand. 
Then came the white-robed supreme 
pontiff, with a girdle of gold, followed 
by the clergy, nobles and people. 

Arrived at tlw oak, the bread, wnter 
and wine were offered on the earthen 
alter, the celebrant climbed into the tree, 
aud with a golden knife or sickle, cu t off 
the bough of "mistletoe and dropped it 
into the outspread robe of the chief pon- 
tiff, who then,— assisted by- the ettbarji- 
iniinolated the two bulls, and accord- 
ing to some writers, ais > sacrificed hu- 
man victims. 

Prayer was then offered over the mis- 
tletoe-bough, and small fragments of it 
were distributed to tints:* present, and 
sent to distant chieftains and temples. 

All who received the portion of the 
mystic plant remunerated the Druids, 
and wore it rouud their necks as a talis- 
man in war, aud a charm against sick- 
ness, enchantments and evil spirits. Thus 
the old classical superstition concornin. 



Uetoe," and Gay, " the sacred mistle- 
toe." 

Much research on this subject adduces 
the few following instances : The mis- 
tletoe is stated to have been discovered 
on an oak in Hackwood Park, near 
Basingstoke, and on an oak at Franut- 
ton -on- Severn, Gloucestershire. Mr. 
Loudon saw a mistletoe oak on the es- 
tate of Miss Woods, Shopwyke, near 
Chichester. — — — — — 

Warner, in 1771, mentioned one be- 
tween Woodford Row and the Bald-faced 
Stag, near the ten-mile stone, and also 
"some" — this is very indefinite — be- 
tweeu Loughton and Mr. Conyer's, 
Copped Hall. 

Up to 1803 there was a mistletoe oak 
at the Hagg Mansion, Staveley, Derby- 
shire, which had been mentioned in one 
of Colepeper's manuscripts in the British 
Museum, about 1680, as being where 
."juy Lord Frescheville did live, aud 
heare grows the famous misletd-tree, 
the only oake in England that bears 
misleto. ' This marks the presumed 
rarity of the occurence. 

In 1844, Booert Pennysnd, of Plais- 
tow , c ut a. iuw-li from an oak. in Bor- 
siugfold Farm, Dunt-fold, Sirrey. The 
late Mr. Machem, deputy surveyor of 
Dean Forest, saw the mistltoe growing 
on an oak at Penporthtenny, iu tho par- 
ish of Goitre, Monmouthshire, also on 
one near Usk, aud another nt St. Dial's 
near Monmouth. Mr. Edward JeRse had 
sent to him a specimen of the mistletoe 
growing on aii oak near Godalmiug, in 
Surrey. 

These instances are all that I have 
been enabled to discover, and they are 
sufficient to prove that excessive rarity 
of the mistletoe-oak. Very few persons, 
in short, can say, as I can, " I have seen 
two oaks with the mistletoe thereon :" 
and the legendary stories of the Druidi- 
cal sacred branch must be taken for 
what they are worth.

Thus, the mistletoe on tho oak formed 
an important item in the Druidical re- 
ligious worship, aud its yearly discovery 
(ho called) aud the subsequ nt distribu- 
tion of its fragmentary portions, was 
highly conducive to p r iestly power and 
gain. It would bn a very easy matter 
for the crafty Druidical priests to take a 
bough of mistletoe from an apple, crab, 
pear, ha wthorn , cherry, popul ar, lime, 
pine, elm, hornbeam, "maple-, widow, or j 
any other treeon wh e'i J ll airishi d, and 
to jconvey it to Sufil see. ted ojk, and 
there place it in road mvs for the super- 
stitious discovery on the morrow. 

For, unless the mutter was managed 
by some such a rt' i l' i co as this, how can we 
account for the regularity of the annual 
finding of tho mistletoe on the oak — a 
circumstance of tin- v i- greatest botan- 
ical rarity at the present .lay? Doctor 
Daub e uy r of Oxford, in order -to m eet 
this objection, held tho theory that in 
days of the Druids the c-lestial de- 
scended mistletoe grew more, frequently 
than it now does upon the oft'* ; and that 
when Christian ty was introduced into 
England, the converts destroyed all 
traces of Druidical worship, including 
the mistletoe oaks. 

This, however, does not accord with 
the nature of the plant, which would be 
propagated at the present doy in pre- 
cisely the same way as in olden timo ; 
and, if the Druids could havo inoculated 
some likely oak with the soed <if the 
plaut, the same thing could be done 
now, and there would also be the same 
chances of its being accidentally Hone 
by birds. 

Sir John Colbach, in 1720, regretted 
that the mistletoe shoutl become the, 
food of birds and missel-thrushes ; (or ho 
shared the Druidical belief thnt it was 
efficacious for epilciwy and cognate com- 
plaints. In Germany it is believed to be 
a sovereign remedy against tho most vio- 
lent bleeding, if the berry is cut small 
and crushed wheu applied to the 
wound. 

Shakespeare, in the only place that ho 
mentions this pretty parasite, makes 
Tamora call it " the baleful mistletoe;" 
while Herrick terms it "the mystic rnis-

The sweet infection spreads out- 
ward in ever-widening circles; in the 
core of tho dolight is the babbling ruler "V" 
of the house with his yet'inrshftken be- * v 
lief iu Santa Clans, but tho tiny waveB 
of delight which he sets spreading from 
his consciousness of joy speedily encircle 
all matter within his influence. And the 
further these magic circles stretch the 
wider ._*./ become 6,nd the greater, so 
that when tho chUdron have veritably 



wakened up their cldcra on th o - Chri s t - 

mas subject they find they hove roused 
a giant of love and tenderness which far 
more than answers the early timorous 
notions of what the Christmas might 
evolve. The beautiful spirit of this time 
has been a favorite theme ever since the 
holiday began to bo observed, with poets 
and lovers of their kind, and manifestly 
it is such because human nature is seen 
here at its best. WeTearu now that man- 
kind is not all selfish, as the crabbed and 
cynical would have its believe ; that what 
passes for Helttshtroi-TriB vcTy-often only 
worry and pre-occupation, and that there 
are real depths of tenderness in nearly 
every heart. If only more of the Christ- 
mas spirit could be kept for everyday 
use !

The holiday, 
gift-bearing period, has a limit, but if we 
could always keep our hearts as open 
as they are in these days — if we could be 
as ready always with our sympathy, our 
forbearance, our appreciation — the world 
would go easier on its weary wheels. To 
cose the friction— that is what troubled 
men want, not only or chiefly money 
help, but consolation, kindly regard, good 

counsel, friendly suggestion. Let us 

keep Christmas up, tlieu ; not let its 
lights go out with the tapers on the 
trees, or its sweet odors witii the smell of 
the turkey and miuce pie. Keep it up 
— or try to — and realise how much 
sweeter the days to come will be and 
how much easier their labors. — Phila- 
dctohia Telegraph.

The firing and preparation of tea f.. 
market, as practiced i<t.Tip,n, is as 10 
Iowa : TSie Ja^nnese gre*n tea nw,y b<- 
divided into three general ci48*«g> t col 
orfd, unoolored and ba«ket tired. The 
leaf used for all these is from the sane 
plant, differing only in iiuolity, condi- 
tion, etc. 

All teas used by foreigners are first 
flred by the natives in the p!n,-os when 
grown, if a grade of colored Tea is U> 
be made this find leaf- (four or five 
pounds) is taken and put into iron pam< 
or bo wi s, wtich r-are -heate d s ometime s 
npto"a temperature of 212 degrees Pah 
rentoeit. The leaves are then rapidly 
stirred by hand against the smooth iron 
surfaces some twenty minutes. A tea 
spoonful of thoroughly pulverized soap 
stone (saponite) and rive grains or bo of 

the pan and thoroughly nibbed into the 
leai tor aU>ut twenty minutes more. 
when half a teaspoouful of soapstone or 
gypsam and pulverized tamarack !»ark (a 
species of larcii) is added, and the stir- 
ring and rubbing h» continued for twen- 
ty minutes more. It is then put into 
cold pans and simply cold -rubbed 
against the iron surface until it has the 
wqaired polish, which is arrived at in 
from forty minutes to an hour. £his is 
the ordinary way of preparing colored 
tea. 

Other materials are perhaps sometimes 
used, but so fur as I can learn all are as 
harmless as those mentioned. The dif- 
ferent manufacturers, of course, vary 
the process a little now and then to pro- 
changes of color. The leaf 
is then run through three to five sizes 
! of sieves, till all the dust and loose col- 
, oiing matter is separated. The shrink- 
age is about 12 per cjnt. This coloring 
process ia considered beneficial to the 
leaf, tending to preserve its shape and 

flavor. — '■ '■ 

There can be no doubt that the Jap. 
anese prepared teas are far superior in 
purity to the Chinese. In coloring Chi- 
nese teas various things are used that 
are deleterious to health, unless it be 
that the heat to which they are sub- 
jected renders them innocuous.

One hnndrod and fifty years ago there 
were 4,000 oyster-women ia Paris, wbo 
pursued their business with much zeal 
and dexterity. 

The "green" oyster, so much prized 
in France, will not sell in our markets, 
The "greening" of oysters is extens- 
ively carried on at Marennes, on the banks 
of the river Seudre ; and this particular 
branch of oyster industry extends for 
leagues along tftB-rtveT, BBd'ia also sanc- 
tioned by free giants from the state. 
The peculiar color and taste are said to 
be imparted by the vegetable substances 
which grow in the beds where the oys- 
ters are cultivated. 

A resident of London, England, claims 
that that city spends over 125,000,000 a 
year for oysters, and that more than 
twice the number of these bivalves 
would be used if they could be obtained 
at as reasonable prises as in America. 
The genuine Whitestable oyster fetches 
about |5 or 80 cents a doten. Oyster 
enlture in England is yet in its infancy. 
Large numbers of oysters are now car- 
ried to England trosa this country. The 
most popular size for eating is in a shell 
about as large as a dollar. They are 
packed m barrels very closely, and kept 
right side np during the voyage. Quite 
a trade ia now springing up in carrying 
" seed " oysters to Europe. 

Car loads of oysters are shipped to 
California from New York every few 
days. The "native" oyster of that 
western coast is obtained in the Gulf of 
California, and is small and of coppery 
taste. There is as wide a contrast be- 
tween the California bivalve and the 
Eastern as between a crab-apple and a 
Rhode Island greening. Something of 
a supply is being obtained on the Ore- 
gon or Washington Territory coast. 
These are better than the more south- 
ern. 

The s e ab o ards of G eor gia , South Car- 
olina and Texas abound in oysters. In 
some places they have grown np into 
reefs extending for twenty miles along 
the coast Much of this oyster wealth 
may yet become available for North- 
ern markets. Various river mouths

property, and the collection of reve- 
nue are lamentably deficient; but 
the inherent defects of the law, are 
often greatly aggravated by the 
careless and negligent manner, in 
which the duties of officers are per- 
formed. A large amount of tnxaWe 
property is nwer reached, at all, by 
the assessor. The description of 
real estate, will, rarely ever, serve 
to locate and identify it. Tho acreage 
and other details, are jotted down 
in the must haphazard way. Coun- 
ties, whose boundaries have been 
marked and well defined for half a 
century, present the remarkable an- 
omaly of fluctuating in their area, 
from year to year, sometimes vary- 
ing more than 1,000,000 acres. 

The assessor seems to have no 
standard of valuation te guide him, 
and, ordinarily, t accoi>ts whatever 
tho tax-payer sees fit to suggest. 
These valuations are grossly dispro- 
portioned to the market value of the 
property, and are unequal as be- 
tween localities,.', and as between 
classes of property- holders. Tin- 
small property-holders are, more 
■early, assessed at the full value ot 
what they may possess, than an; 
other class ot people. The little 
they have, is under the eye of the 
assessor; it ii all listed. Whet, 
property is counted bjr the 10 or hun- 
dred thousand dollars, a full list E 
rarely ever obtained, and the valua 
tion is low. This is true of all kind- 
of property, but, especially so, ot 
personal property. 

Horses, which are held, by thei> 
owners, to be worth a small fortum 
and xhich hring t _to them, an al- 
most princely income, are assessed: 
at a few hundred dollars. 



sattle, whose lineage is as clearl \ 
defied and as carefully recorded a: 
that of a royal house — which art 
Stabled and groomed with grate car; 
and expense — stand, upon tho asses- 
sor's books, as being worth but a 
trifle more than their less fortu- 
nate coushis, which find a fortuitous 
existence among pea-vines and 
broomaedge. This great disparity 
between market and assessed values 
is not confined to blooded stock, but 
characterises all grades of animals. 
Manufactured articles, notes, stocks, 
and bonds, if considered at all in an 
assessment, are given at a sum great 
ly below their actual value. 

But it is not alone in the assess- 
ment of property that the resourceh 
of the State are depleted. Muchof^ 
the revenue, is lost through exoner- 
ations, delinquent lists, and sales of- 
land for taxes. Exonerations are, 
freely and inconsiderately, granted 
by the county courts ; indeed, I 
think, they often over reach their 
authority in this matter. The de- 
linquent lists are unduly largo every 
where. A little more diligence and 
persistence, on the part of the sher- 
iffs, would secure a large portion 
of what is thus lost to the State. 

The real estate, sold for delin- 
quent taxes each year, represents 
from twenty to fifty thousand dollars 
in taxes, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in actual value. A ledger 
of near four hundred pages, with 
the almost constant service of one 
clerk, is required to record and look 
after these sales each year. 

These, and many minor defects 
which might be pointed out, can 
best be remedied by a thorough re- 
vision of taxat ion. Revenue and 
the lawB of This, I think, is a work 
which can scarcely be accomplished 
by a Committee during the ordinary 
session of the Legislature. It would

{Didue ineptut), which was an inhabit- 
ant of the Mauritius island, and, at the 
time of its discovery, in 1»98, it was ex 
tremely common ; but ho effectually ha> 
it been eradicated that it is now oi.l > 
represented by a few pictures of tin- 
seventeenth century, and two heads, n 
foot, a few feather* and some of its- 
bones that ore scattered about among 
the museums of Continental Europe. 
From the pictures above mentioned, 
and the descriptions of the early voy- 
agers, it appears that thiit giant among 
pigeons was a large, bulky bird, weigh 
ing seventy-five pounds. Ita bill won 
long and strong, and the upper part of 
the mandible was so homy, arched, 
hooked and ferocious in appearance that 
ita discoverers for s long time consid- 
ered it a ground vulture.

- After w man has worked right along for 
nine hours hia system wonts at least 
half an hour to brace up in. They don't 
quit work on some farms till 8 o'clock, 
but Tin no such slavo-driver. At half- 
past 7 1 tell my man to knock off. All 
he has to do after that is to feed the 
stock, out a little wood, mow some grass 
for the horses, milk four cows, fill up 
the wwtef-trough, atari a smudge in the 
smoke-house, and pull a few weada in 
the garden. I never hired a man who 
didn't grow fat on my work, and they 
alius left me feeling that they hadn't 
half earned their wages. "

Wtth Horn eound begjna the intern* 
in Spitsbergen, aa th* pUoe wa* tix 
exwne of aa cruel a tragedy aa wave ever 
anaoted. The etory haa in it all tba dra- 
matic elements ai a thrilling norei of 
th« old school, and finds a fitting de- 
notement in the mines of Siberia. On 
otM of the innermost island* <& Hots 
aonnd, a few years ago, wen found a 
heap of nine skulls, said to' be those of 
s Biiasian orew murdered by a party of 
Engliah whaler* Those murderers were 
never discovered, bttt another and still 
more remarkable discovery waa made in 
the Tear 1858 by a Norwegian sea Cap- 
tain, near thia place, and it is of this 
that l intend to telL It is the common- 
est occurrence far ships that v*.< tore up 
here to lose one or mum men a trip, and 
so when the other members of the small 
orewa — say five or six men — return 
home and report that they have lost 
comrades, no particular attention is paid 
to the news beyond the little circle wid- 
owed by the lost men. 

It happened somewhere about 1848 
that the orew ot a Russian -whaler made 
their way bock to Archangel and reported 
that they had Irart then- Chptam and two 
men on Spitsbergen through an acci- 
dent, details of whioh were given. Hie 
Captain and his men were mourned, and 
in a little while the affair was f or go t t en. 
In 1868, however, the Norwegian Cap- 
tain in question, while out hunting for 
reindeer, found three human skeletons, 
and beside them a gun from whioh the 
stock was rotting. On the barrel of the 
gun were soaatehed a number of inscrip- 
tions in Russian, whioh the Norwegian 
was unable to make out He brought 
the gun home with him, and sent it to 
Archangel, where tt waa found to con- 
tain the history of the Captain and the 
two men, previously reported ss having 
been killed by accident. The inscrip- 
tion told how the owner of the gun and 
his two men had been basely deserted 
by the others of the crew, for whom they 
were out procuring food, and left to die 
of exposure. Those of the orew then 
alive were arrested and sentenced for 
life to work in the mines of Siberia. 
The poor Captain and his men must 
have suffered terribly, for, from the 
dates on the gnu— the last of which was 
Maroli 8 — it was learned that they had 
survived a greater part of the winter.

The arrest ot citiaens <' the 
United statu in Ireland under recent laws, which 
owe their origin to the disturbed condition of that 
country, haa led to a somewhat extended corre- 
spondence with the Government of f treat Britain.

ences for Iheconslderalien of tmpirlant matters 
of common interest to civilized nations, I respect- 
fully suggest that the Executive be Invested by 
Congress with discretionary power lo send dele- 
gates to such conventions, ana thai provisions be 
made to defray the expenses inoident thereto. 
The difference between the United Mates and 
Spain as lo the effect of a judgment and certificate 
of naturalization has not yet been adjnstcd.lnnrrr 
la hoped and believed that negotiations now In 
Jirogress will result in the establishment of the 
position which seems to this Government so rea- 
sonable and just. 

I have alreadv called the attention of Congresv 
to the fact that In the ports ol Spain and its colo- 
nies onerous tines have lately lieen iasposed upon 
vessels of the United States for trivial technical 
offenses against local legislations. Efforts for the 
abatement of these exactions have thus far proved 
unsuccessful I regret to inform you also that the 
fees dem-tnded by "Spanish < onsuls in American 
ports are In some cases so large, when compared 
with the value of the cargo, as to amount In effect 
to a considerable expo, t duty, and that our re- 
monstrances in this regard have not as yet received 
the attention which they seem to deserve. 

The German Government has invited the United 
Ststes to participate In an international exhibition 
of domestic cattle, to be herd art Hamburg in July, 
1883. If this country is lo be represented. It is ini- 
portanl.that in the early days of this session Con- 
gress should make a suitable appropriation for that 
purpose- 

The death of Mr. Marsh, Our late Minister to 
Italy, has evoked frem that Government expres- 
sions of profound respect for his exalted character 
and fur his honorable career In the diplomatic ser- 
vice of his country. The Italian Government has 
raised a quesUon aa to the propriety of recognising 
In his dual capacity the representative of thia 
country recently accredited, both aa Secretary of 
Legation and as Consul General at Rome. He haa 
been received as Secretary, but hia exeauatur as 
Consul General has thus far been withheld. 

The Extradition Convention with Belgium 
which has been In operation since 1874, has been 
lately suppla nt ed by a not he r llw Senate ha* 
signified its approval, and ratifications have been 
duly exchanged botweeu the commoting countries 
To the fist of extraditable crimes has tteen added 
that of. assassination or attempted assassination of 
ot tst e le. *4egotte ivme — have b een 
opened with Switzerland looking to the settlement 
by treaty of the question whether its citizens can 
renounce their allegiance and become citizens of 
the United Slates without obtaining the consent 
of the Swiss Government. I am happy to inform 
you that the immigration ot paupers and crimi- 
nals from cert i in of tee Cantons of Switzerland 
haa substantially ceased, and is no longer sanc- 
tioned by the authorities. 

The consideration ol this subject prompts the 
suggestion t hal the act of August 3, 183-, which 
had for its object the return of foreign convicte. to 
their owi. country, should be so modified as not 
to be open to the Interpretation I bat It effects the 
extradition of criminals. 

The Ottoman Porte ha. not yet assented to the 
Interpretation whleli (bis Government haa put up- 
on the Treaty of 18-1. relative to it. jurisdictional 
right? In Turkey, It may b«, however, that this 
aiffvrenee. will tie adjusted by a general revision of 
Uie system of )iirtsdlctton of the United Stales tn 
the cotiulries of the I-aei , a subject to which your 
attention has been alreadv called by the Secretary 
of Slate. 

In the interest of justice toward Chill and Japan, 
I trust that the question of the return of the in- 
demultv fund to the Governments- of those conn- 
trie* will be reached at the prosfial session, the 
satisfaclorv .solution of which 1 liail tlieody rec- 
otn mended, and which has recently been foreshad- 
owed by Congressional discussion. The treaty 
latelv concluded with Corea awaits the action of 
the Senate. 

During the late disturbance in Egypt the timely 

firesence of American ve.sels served as a protec- 
lon to the person and property of many of our 
own citizens and of citizens of'othcr countries, 
whose Gov. rnmenti have expressed their thanks 
for their assistance. 

The recent legislation restricting Immigration 
of laborers from China, has given rise to the Ques- 
tion whether Chinese proceeding to or from 
another country may lawfully pass through our 
own. In constructing the act of May J, 1880, In 
Connection with the treaty of November 7 1880. 
the restriction would seem io be limited to Chinese 
immigrants coming lo the United States as labor- 
er*, and should not forbid a mere transit across 
our territory, I ask the attention of Congress lo 
the subject for such actton, If anv. as may be 
deemed advisable. Thia Government has recently 
had occasion to manifest Us Interest In the Repub- 
lic of Liberia by seeking lo aid the amicable set- 
tlement ot the boundary dispute now pendtcg 
between that Republic aud the British possessions 
of Slerre I-ran. 

The Reciprocity Treaty -w/ith Hawaii will be- 
come terminable after September 9, 1883, oa two 
months' notice by either party. While certain pro- 
visions of that compact may have proved onerous. 
its txtsteuee haa teeter d" comuvrctal relations 
which It 1* important to preserve . 1 suggest, there- 
fore, that early consideration be given lo auch 
modifications of the treaty as seem lo be demand- 
ad bv the lnlereau.it our people. In view of our 
increasing trad* with both Havtl and San Domin- 
go, 1 advise that provision be made for diplomatic 
intercourse with the latter by enlarging the scope 
of the mission at Tort -au-Prince. I rcgrei that r. 
certain class of American claims against the Gov 
ernraent of Haytl have thus far heon urged una- 
j vaiUngly. - - .. _ ,

Th* boundary dispate between Mexico and 
Guatemala, which ltd this Government to proa m 
Its friendly counsel to both parties, hit been sml- 
ctbly settled. 

No change has occurred In our relation with 
Venezuela I ag*iu invoke your action In the mat- 
ter of the pending awards against that R»r-r.- 
lic, to which reference wat made by a special 
message from the ExecuUve at your last session 
An invitation haa been received from the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela to send Representatives In July, 
1«6«. to Cavaccae f or the purpose ot participating 
in tbecentennia! celebration of the birth of Bolivar, 
IheTouD'li-r of -«ulh American Independence In 
connection with this event It is designed to 
commence the erection it Caracca* of a statue of 
1 Washington and to conduct an industrial exhibi- 
tion which will be open to American products. 1 
recommend that the United States be represented, 
and that suitable provisions h » made therefor. 

The elevation of the gradt of our mission in Cen- 
tral America to the plenipotentiary rank, which was 
authorized hv t 'o i- g reaa at its lata session, has been 
line* effer ted. The war between Peru and Bolivia 
on the one side and Chill on the other began more 
than three yean a co. On the occupation by Chill 
In 1S8U of ajl tbe lltteral territory of Bolivia nego- 
tiations for peace were conducted under the direc- 
tion »f the United States. The allits refused to 
concede any territory, hut Chill bss since become 
master of tbe whole eoaseot bet h count ries and of t be 
Capital of l'eru. A year since, as you have already 
been advised by correspondence transmitted to ytra 
in Jaouary last. Ibis Goversrment sent a special 
mission lo the belligerent powers to expre s the 
hope thst i (nil would be disposed to accept e 
money indemnity for the expenses of the war aud 
In relinquish her demand fore portionof the terri- 
tory of her antagonist. This recommendation, 
which Chili declined to f-.llow, thia Government 
did n o! aseui a e t o en i ovce , t wt can it 
without resorting to measurea whieh would be in 
keeping neither with the temper of our people nor 
witu the spirit of our institutions. The power of 
Pern no longer extends over its whole territory, 
snd in the event of our Interference to dictate 
peace would need to be supplemented by tbe armies 
and navies of the lulled Mates. Such Interfer- 
ence wotud almost tnevitatrry"Ieao.*r 
llahment of a protectorate. 

A result utterly at odds with our past policy, In- 
jurious io our present interests and full of embar- 
rassments for the future, for effecting the termina- 
tion of hostilities upon terms at noce iitFt to the 
victorious nation anrt generous to its adversaries, 
this t in ve r u men t ha* s p a r ed no e ffor ts, save auch 
as might Involve the complications which I have 
Indicated. It is greatly to be deplored that Chili 
seems resolved to exact such rigorous conditions of 
peace, and is Indisposed to submit to arbitration 
t he terms of sn amicsble settlement. No pesee is 
likely to be tasting that is n<-*t euffii ieotly equita- 
ble and just to command tbe approval of other 
nations. About a year since invitations were 
extended to Ihe nations of the continent lo send 
representatives to a Peace Congress to assemble at 
Washington tn November. I8«. The time of 
meeting was Sxed at a period then remote. In the 
hope, as the invitation itself declared, that in the 
meantime the disturbances between the South 
American Republics would be adjusted, ss that 
expectation seemed unlikely to be realized. I 
asked in April laT*. for an expression of opinion 
from the two Houses of Congress as to the ad- 
visability of hoMinj the proposed conven- 
tion at the time appointed. The action wasprnmpt- 
ed In part by doubts which mature reflection had 
suggested, whethec the diplomatic range and tra- 
ditions of Ihe Government dtd not mxk*-rt trrttrrg- 
that the Executive should consult the Represents- 
fives ot the people befure pursuing a line of policy 
somewhat novel in Its character and far-reaching 
In ita possible conaeouences. In view of the fact 
that no action waa taken by Congress in the prem- 
ises, and that no provision had been made for 
necessary expenses, 1 subsequently decided to 
postpone the convention, and so notified the sev- 
eral Governments which had been invited to at- 
tend. I am unwilling to dismiss this subject with- 
out assuring you of my support of any measures 
I hat Ihe wisdom of Congress may devise for the 
promotion of |>eace on this continent and through- 
cut the world, and 1 trust that the time is nigh, 
when, with the universal assent of civilized peo- 
ple, all international differences shall be de- 
termined without resort to aims- by the 
benignaqt procersss of arbitration. Changes 
have occurred in the diplomatic representation 
of sever •! foreign pow.rs during the past year.

as yet been reaped. In fulfillment of what 1 deem 
my constitutional duty, but with little hope that 
1 can make valuat.le .iiinriliuti'in to the vexed 
question, 1 shall prin-ecd to intimate briefly my 
own views in relation to it.. 

Upon the showing of our financial cunditton at 
the close of the last fiscal year, 1 felt justified in 
recommending to Camgress tho abolition of all 
intemaLreveniietaxcs en epi ttiise upon tobacco 
in its various forms and upon distilled sjiirilsaniT 
fermented liquors, Mtid except, also, theepeci-,1 tax 
upon the manufacturers and dealers In such 
articles. I venture now to suggest that, unless 
it shall be ascettained that the probable expen- 
ditures et the t.overiiuwui for the coating year 
have been underestimated all internal taxes, save 
those which relate to- .Ustille.l spirit*, -cm- be 
safely abrogated. Such a course, if accompanied 
by a simplification of the machinery of collection, 
w'hioh would then l.e easy of acomplishment, 
might reasonable be expected to result in diminish- 
ing the cost of sneb collection by at least -,.V 0,000, 
and in the retirement from office of from 1.3O0 to 
J, 000 persons. 

The system oi excise duties has never commend- 
ed itself to the favor of the American people, 
and has never been resorted to except for supply- 
ing deficiencies in the Treasury, when, by reason 
of special exigencies, tbe duties ou imports have 
proved Inadequate tn the needs of the oovern- 
ment 

The sentiment of the country doubtless com- 
mands the present excise tax -boll b? -wbollshod as 
soon a* such course can safely lie pursued. It 
seems to me. however, for various reasons- so 
sweeping a measure as the total almiitio* of in- 
ternal taxes would f*»r ihe pruseotb* an- unwise 
step. Two of these reasons are deserving of

Fir*t- It l*by no nieaus clear that even if the 
existing system ot duties on imports is continued 
without modification ihose duties alone will yield 
sufficient revenue for all Ihe needs of the Govern- 
ment. 

It is estimated thai $100,000,000 will he required 
for pensions durin_g the coming year, and it may 
well be doubled whether the maximum annual 
demand for that object has yet l»«en reached.

On the 21st of December, 1881, information was 
received that the exploring steamer J".nnettehad 
been crushed and abandoned in the Arctic Ocean. 
The officers and crew, after a journey over the 
ice, embarked in three bonis for the coast of Sibe- 
ria. One of the jarlies, under the command of 
Chief Engineer George W. MolvifV. reached the 
land, and falling in with natives, was saved. An- 
other under lieutenant Commander De Loan 
landed In a barren rr-ion near the mouth of the Lena 
Klver. — After six weeks rnnr elap-wl xtHror two of ■ 
the number had died from fatigue and starvation. 
No tidings have been received from the party la 
the third boat under command of Lieutenant 
Chipp, but a long and fruitless investigation 
leaves little doubt that all It* members 

perished at sea. Aa a slight tribute to 

their heroism I give in thia i omuiunic-atio 
the names of tbe gallant men who sacrificed 
their lives oi this expedition: Lieutenant Com- 
mander George W. fetiong, l-urgeon .'ames M. 
Amber. Jerome T, CoiTioa. Nina Halmer, Erich- 
sen. Heinrich fi. Kaacke, George W.Bcyd, Wal- 
ter Loe, Adolph Dr***ler, Carl A. Gortz, Nelae 
Loertcn, the cook, A, H. Lane, and the Indian, 
Alexy. The officers and men in the missing boat 
were Lieut. Charles W.. Chipp. commanding, Wil- 
liam Dunbar, Alfred Sweetman, *i alter Sharvell, 
Albert C. Kuwhne, Edwin Star, Henry D. Warren, 
and Peter E. Johnson. Lieutenant i.ales B. Horton 
, and Master Wm. H. H. Seheulxekeach are now 
i bringing home the remains of Lieutenant Delajgg 
and hi* comrades. In prrrsnance of tho direction* 
of Congress, the Rodger* fitted out for the relief oil 
the Jeannette, in accordance with the act of (' n-l 
gress of March :<, 1881, and sailed from San Fran-! 
clsco June 18. under the command of Lieutenant 
BobertM. B e erv. On Novemb e r M *h» w*»aeet- 
dentally destroyed by firewhile in winter quarter* 
in M. Lawrence Bay. but the officers and 
crew succeeded In escaping to the 
•bore:- Lieutenant Berry and one of his officers, 
alter loaki' g a search for the Jeansette aloi g the 
coast of Siber a. felt in with Chief Engineer Mel- 
xiiU'a party and returned home by way of Europe. 
Ihe other officers and tho crew of ihe Kodeers 
were brought from t»t Lawrence Bay bv th* whal- 
ing steamer North Star. Master Ch»rles F. Putnam, 
who had been placed in charge of the depot if 
tuppliei aiCapeSerdre, returning to his po«l from 
St. Lawrence Bay across the ice In a binding 
snow-storm, was c srrted out to sea and lost, not- 
withstanding all efforts to rescue him.

No Surrey of our material condition can fail to 
suggest inqulriea as to the moral and inirllcciual 
progress of the people The census returns dis- 
elaee an alarming state of illiteracy lu certain por- 
tions of the country where the provision for 
schools Is grossly Inadequate. It Is a momentous 
question for the decision of Congress whether im- 
mediate and substantial a*d should be extended 
by the General Gorerntuent for supplement inn tha 
efforts of private beneficence, and of State and 
Territorial Wielation in behalf o( education. The 
regulation of Inter-State commerce has already 
bean the subject of vour deliberations.

THE DAIRT. 

— The cause of ropiness in milk ot 
cream is usually in the feed or water, 
Which affects the condition of the cow and 
through her of tho milk. It may re- 
move the trouble to give lhe cow one 
pound of epsom salts and the second tlay 
afterward, one ounce of hyposulphite of 
soda, repealing daily for some time. 
Nothing that can bo put into the milk 
will change it. — Elgin Advocate. 

— The cow, in the hands of an expert 
dairyman, is simply a machine for chang- 
ing feed into milk. Machines differ, of 
eoareerm'TSttio and effucrtverresB, ind 
just as there are good, bad and indifl'er- 
ent guns; but the export marksman will 
shoot better with a bad gun than the 
novice will with a good one; so the ex- 
perienced dairyman will get more milk 
and better milk from 'an inferior cow 
than an ignorant man will from the best 
one. Feeding is, therefore, the second 
consideration in order but by no meats 
second in importance. 

— It is not consistent with good milk- 
tng qnantica that g cow should also be 
fat. When a cow ehangos a certain 
quantity of food into milk and butler, 
and is getting more than this quantity, 
she will turn it into flesh and fat, and 
that is no injury to her. If a cow when 
iresh gives twenty-six q uarts oLmlllLAi 
day and consumes twelve or fourteen 
quarts of bran and middlings daily and 
on that feed keeps in fair moderate con- 
dition, she is using the food in making . 
milk. But when after nine months the 
milk falls off to six quarts a day and the : 
same feed is given, the cow cannot fail ! 
to got fat. The remedy is to reduce I ho j 
feed somewhat, although no harm can ' 
come of her being moderately fat at such "j 
a period. It •might be well to take off 
the middlings and give only tho bran, 
as the middlings make more fat than 

bran.

Prof. A. K. Verrill, of Vale Coiiegt. 
recontly delivered a lecture in New Yotk 
City, telling of the wonderful ountry 
lying beneath tho depths of the sea, es- 
pecially that lying - beneath the Oulf 
Stream. He said he b*4 m :dn 1,.ViO 
observations this summer lor the Foiled 
Suites Fish Commissioners. He had 
crin-cd from Labrador to Chesapeike 
Bay ami abs it two hundred miles ontto 
sea. Ab nit sixty miles out- ido of Nan- 
tucket is a streak of very old water.and 
animals dredved up are liko those caught 
in the WalersoftJrVenTaTioT, Spltznergen, 
or Siberia. The water is fiity fathoms 
deep, and the bed of the ocean is of 
clay. Bowlders weighing eight hundred 
or l/jOU-pouniij aro dredged up. Pr.d. 
Verrill believes ibat they are biWght 
down by icebergs from tho arctic re- 
gions and dropped when the ice melts. 
The bowlderi aro found as far south as 
lying island. Further out to sea, sev- 
enty to one hundred and twenty miles 
south from tho southeastern coast of 
New England, the bolloin of the sea, 

which has inclined very giaviaffiry"cirat^ 

ward,, forming a table )Hnd, takes a sud- 
den dip downward, so that whereas the 
water on tho edge of the bluff is one 
hundred fathoms deep, at the bottom of 
Hie basin it is 1 ,'X>» fut horns deep. The 

slope is ss high and u steep sr 
Mount Washington, and on its summit, 
which is level, a diver, could he go to so 
low a depth, could not put out his hand 
without touching a living creature. The 
bottom of the ffli i;> c ivercd just there 
with a fauna which ha' never been be- 
fore found outride of the Mediterranean 
Sea, the Gulf of Moxic.i, the Indies, or 
other tropical regions.

Sharks are seen by thousands in this

ever dredged up. A piece of wood may 
bo dredgeti no once a year, but it is 
honeycombed by the boring shell fish. 
This" shows what destruction is con- 
stantly going on in those depths. If a 
ship sinks at sea with all on board it 
would be eaton up by fish with the ex- 
ception of tiie metal, and that would 
| corrode and disappc ir. Not a uone of 
a human body would remiiu after a few 
days. It is a constant display of the 
law of the survival of the fittes t. Noth-

Weed Ont Sow. 

At this time of the year the whole herd 
of cows should be in pretty good order, 
and the chances are that the poor milkers 
aro in belter flesh than the heavy milk- 
ers. This makes it a most admirable 
period in the year's cycle to weed out. 
Not by immediately selling off i n all 
cases, though it is a good time if the poor 
milker is over fat, but instead of putting 
the "woeds" on cornstalks and swamp 
ha}', let them be well fed. and a littlo 
extra feed with warm shelter will not go 
amiss, and in a month or two when ex- 
posed and ill fed cattle have fallen below 
a profitable market value, these well 
housed and well fed cows will go to the 
butcher with a fair profit. Not only will 
this profit be made out a large loss will 
be avoided by getting such cows out of 
the herd before the milkiug season conies 
around again. By this time it is to be Imped 
all dairymen know tho fact that it is only 
t he good cows in tho herd t hat pay a 
profit on the year's work and expense of 
Keeping, while the poor milkers not only- 
do not pay for their own keeping, and 
the labor "expended on them, but Ihey 
draw directly on the profits for their 
maintenance' The good ones have to 
carry tho poor ones. Yon will make 
more money by making manure of poor 
cows than \ on will by earning (hem. 
A dead cow does not cat. a poor one eats 
her head off as many times a vein- as the 
ratio of her non-productiveness is to her 
voraciousness of np; elite, so to speak. 

This is. an old subject ami somewhat 
ctvreadbsre, but it evidently needs- rub- 
bing in, and every farmer should take it 
to heart until he is absolutly -.ire that 
every cow in his herd is piofltabla,

Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Cbminonicealth of Kentucky: 
That an annual tax of five cents 
on each one hundred dollars' worth 
of property in Bdone county, which 
by law is taxed for revenue purposes, 
be, and is hereby, levied and impos- 
ed for the purpose of opeuing, re- 
pairing, and keeping in repair the 
public roads in said county. 

It shall be the duty of the asses- 
sor of Boone county, when he takes 
the list of taxable property of said 
county for each year, to note in his 
book the names of all persons own- 
ing lands in more than one magiste- 
rial district, the number of acres, 
and value of same, in each district, 
and in what districts said lands are 
located. 

It shall be the^duty of the sheriff 
of said county to ascertain from the 
assessor's books, M soon as they are 
returned, the amouut of road tax due 
each magisterial district, at the rate 
aforesaid; anddre-sbrril collect and 
account for the same in the same 
manner, and und r the same respon- 
sibilities, as now provided by law 
for collecting the public revenue; 
;:nd he shall be allowed three per 
cent, of the amount" collected as 
compensation therefor. He shall, 
as soon as the same shall have been 
collected, equilly distribute among 
the surveyors herinafter provided 
for in each magisterial district the 
taxes collected in each district; and 
such distribution shall be made on or 



All funds received by the several 
surveyors for road purposes shall be 
expended upon the public roada-in- 
thetr respect ; ve districts between the 
first day of April and the first day of 
September in each year.

and compel him by fine as aforesaid 
to perform said duty; and in all cases 
of the issuance of such rule the de- 
linquent surveyor or officer shall pay 
tbe cost thereof. 

All fines collected from any roaiU 
worker or surveyor of roads shall be 
paid into Ae county court by the of 
ficof Collecting the same, and the 
court shall order the same to be paid 
'■o the surveyor in the delinquent's 
road district. All fines collected 
from any officer by virtue of this act 
shall likewise be paid into court, and 
shall, by order of court, be paid to 
the school commissioner for tho ben- 
efit of common schools. 

The county judge isay, for cause, 
remove any surveyor of roads, and, 
in the eventj of any such removal, 
shall there upon compel him to 
make an immediate settlement of 
his accounts. He shall have power 
to fill any vacancy that may occur, 
anditRhall be his duty to Bee that 
the provisions of this act are en- 
forced; but this act shall not apply 
to auy road-worker who was a delin

The wages paid teachers for a ses- 
sion averaged $27 W per month. 

The State appropriated -for the 
county $4,163 75 J the interest on' 
bonds amounted to 8266' 48. 

In the county there arc seven log 
school-houses valued at $60, while 
the thirty-four frame buildings are 
pUtdown at 85.205, and the two brick 
houaeaiavejestimEjed at $1,500. 

The number of children within the 
school age as showh by. the report- is 
3,331, being 631 more than reported 
to the Auditor. 

The valuation- of- the forty log 
school-houses in this county is a sad 
comentary on their condition. No 
-teacher,no matter how well qualified, 
can be a successfull educator in a 
house that is worth as- little as it ap- 
pears these log houses are. Both the 
teacher and pupils must be comfort- 
able before progress can be made. 
In sending their childcrn &o school 
in such buildings at this season of the 
year, parents are exposing them in a 
manner not warranted by the finan- 
cial condition of the humblest section 
of this county. Good school-houses 
should take the place of those 7-for- 
$60 school-house at once. The dis- 
tricts that have this low grade of 
school 1 edifices are standing in their 
own light and neglecting a duty they 
owe their children.

They all form a great fortress-like edi- 
fice, in front of which is a large open 
s<]uare that is now crowded with people 
of every description. The Church of 
the Nativity is said to have been built 
by the Empress Helena in the fourth 
century. It was destroyed in the fifth, 
and was again restored" by the Emperor 
Justinian in A. D. 630. It is a beauti- 
ful building of magnificent architecture. 

The service here begins at midnight. 
The church is brilliantly lighted with 
thousands of wax tapers. Flowers and 
evergreens adorn the pillars, altars and 
huge chandeliers. The crowd is so in- 
tense as hardly to give one breathing- 
room, for the pushing, jamming and el- 
bowing is perilous to life and limb, es- 
pecially as most of the people are hold- 
ing lighted wax tapers.

The Patriarch lays the waxen 
image in the supposed manger. When 
he has finished, another hymn of praise 
is sung, and the bells ring out their 
chimes. The Patriarch turns to the 
priest next to him, arid, embracing him, 
says: "Peace, peace." The priests and

same, and amid the chime ot bells, the 
peal of the organ, the people disperse, 
wishing eaclmther a blessed Christmas. 
These are the grand ceremonials 
which attend the observance of Christ- 
mas night at Bethlehem, but there islif- 
tle of a spiritual character about them.

Borne persons in our own country have 
feared that Chun-ler Sen is too much of 
a free-thinker and a rationalist to ac- 
complish any great results in favor of 
Chr stianity. out Mr. Cook is of a dif- 
ferent opinion, and tells us that he has 
taken a bold stand against agnosticism, 
materialism. Buddhism, caste, drunk- 
enness and early marriages — evils 
against which no one before ha3 had the 
courage to a-sumc so squarely an antag- 
onistic attitude. Mr. C ook regards him 
as a devout man. ca-ncstly studying 
Christianity, bui held hark hy a rinsim 
to please his countrvmen. He is making 
a hopeful progress towards the true re- 
ligion, tut su :ers 'rom a confusion of 
thought. He has already exercised a 
most important in nence on his co-re- 
ligion'sts. and is l'kely lo Increase in 
power and imoortanoe." "If you were 
to as'< mo." says Mr. Cook, "for a tme 
opin on of this religion, I should sav it 
is that of a Quaker Theist in a Hindoo 
dress." He is not arrayed against pro- 
pagandist^ but at the same time be is 
the powerful instrument in a process of 
religious evolution in Hindostan, which 
will most probably end in the institution 
of an independent and non-sectarian 
chnrch. Mr. (ook thinks it may take 
half a century to accomplish this. But 
even if Chundcr Sen is not apotheosized, 
the in'pressjic has mule upon his sur- 
onndings will not end With his labors, 
and he is to bo looked upon as the most 
prominent reformer lhat India has seen 
for centuries.

But now the 
opposing paganism of India I* itself 
held in cbetlc by the most powerful 
empire on earth, which, to aay the least, 
is on the side of Christianity, and cin 
not do less than a'dow the religion ->f 
its sovereign and home rulers to ha'C 
an open tield and a fair contest for the 
mastery in India. If tho religion of the 
Nai'oront) waved it a tr i umph a l " 
over tiie palace of the Ca'sars within 
three centuries of its lir.-t proclamation, 
who can doubt that within ess than a 
century from to-day all India will have 
become as i ruly a Christian land as any 
part of Europe or America.

A 
horse or a cow that, when sold, will 
bring a small fortune, as a general 
thing is listed for taxation at a price 
but little above that of an ordinary 
animal of its kind. The same rule 
holds good when applied to tbo valu- 
ation of real estate. The lower grades 
of land are taxed much nearer their 
actual value than tho finer lands aro. 
Thus w© see that the burden of tax- 
ation is not equalized, and the less 
valuable classes of property are con- 
tributing more than their proportion 
of the expenses of government. Up- 
on the sound judgment of the^aMess- 
ors and their exercise of tho same, 
depends the correction of the trouble 
referred to. The taxpayers should 
stand on equal footing in meeting 
tho expenses of State, and correct 
assessments will secure it.

A few months ago the report ran the 
rouuds of the press that the wealthy 
Dutchess of QaUivra had bestowed two 
splendid estates npon the Pope for use 
during his lifetime. The story of the 
enormous increase of this old lady's 
riches is not generally known, and it is 
certainly a curious one. The late Duke 
possessed a fortune of 1100,000. 000 francn, 
and an only eon, l>uring his father's 
lifetime the heir declared his intention 
of renouncing the world. Instead of 
following the examples of the Kings and 
nobles of earlier ages when they were 
seized with this passion and retiring into 
a cloister, the young man, at the age of 
twenty, crossed into the territory of 
Nice, and applied for a situation as a 
village schoolmaster. His father re- 
garded it as a mere freak, and sent his 
son every year a sum t of 300,000 francs. 
The young man accepted it, bat refused 
to spend it upon himself, sending the 
whole to Pans, with a request that 
it should be expended anonymously upon 
the poor of the Frenoh capital, while he 
himself existed entirely upon the income 
which ho earned as a schoolmaster. The 
secret of the aristrocratic origin and 
brilliant prospects of tho village peda- 
gogue could not be kept, and after he 
had been at work for three years the 
Frenoh Minister of Education sent him 
a nomination as "Officer de l'Academie."

She 
practiced the tricks they taught her, and 
at length became very skillful. For ex- 
ample: She one day went to a church 
where she heard there would be a 
crowd, and watchinsr the people until 
she saw a gentleman wearing a diamond 
ring, she held out her hand to him. 
The gentleman seeing a youn^ lady ex- 
tending her hand as if she wished to be 
helped up the. steps, reached his hand 
?o assist her, and while he was doing so 
she contrived to twist off the ring. At 
another time she litted herself with false 
arms and hands aud attended church, 
and while she-wvt- with h e r f als e hands 
folded, apparently- listening — t o the 
service, her real hands were busy steal- I 
iug the watches of the ladies sitting. 
near her.
